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SO YOU ARE GOING TO TORONTO!

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EUROPEAN TOUR FOR 
LIBRARY SCHOOL 
STUDENTS 
The International Student Hospitality 
Association is this year arranging a 
European trip for student librarians as a 
part of its plan for furthering interna- 
tional understanding through student 
contacts. The undertaking has_ the 
cordial co-operation of the A. L. A., 
through its Board of Education for Li- 
brarianship, which is acting in an 
advisory capacity in working out the 
plans and the itinerary of the trip. The 
dates of the tour will be from July 1 to 
September 9. The itinerary covers Ber- 
lin, Leipzig, Venice, Rome, Florence, 
Milan, Geneva, Paris, Reims and the 
Battlefields, Versailles, and London. 
Whenever possible the members of the 
tour will be lodged at student hostels, 
and an opportunity will be given for 
social gatherings and for personal meet- 
ings with European student groups and 
personages of note. Mrs. Bertha V. 
Hartzell, librarian of the Dana Hall 
Schools, Wellesley, Massachusetts, will 
be in charge of the party, which is lim- 
ited to fourteen. The tour is open to 
students now in attendance at library 
schools and to a limited number (two or 
three) of practicing librarians. The In 
ternational Student Hospitality Associa- 
tion is not a money-making organiza- 
tion. Prices are based on estimated costs 
to the Association of the tour. Fur-

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READING WITH A PURPOSE 


In four states arrangements have been 
made for granting certificates for com- 
pletion of courses in the Reading with 
a Purpose series. 

In Indiana they are given by the Ex- 
tension Division of Indiana University, 
in Illinois by the State Library Exten- 
sion Division, in Oklahoma by the Ex- 
tension Service of the State University, 
and in Michigan by the State College 
through the Department of Continuing 
Education. 

In all four instances certificates are 
granted only after the reader has turned 
in adequate reviews or discussions of all 
books recommended in any one course. 

In Oklahoma a new experiment is be- 
ing made under the joint auspices of 
the State Library Commission and the 
Extension Service of the State Univer- 
sity. According to their plan, certificates 
will be granted to the members of 
groups whd meet together to read and 
discuss the books which make up one of 
these courses. The University Exten- 
sion Service organizes the classes while 
the Library Commission lends the books. 
The groups may contain as few as three 
persons, one of whom is approved as 
leader by the Extension Service. This 
leader keeps an attendance record for 
the group and forwards this card to the 
I:xtension Division of the University 
upon the completion of each book. 
\Vhen a course is completed certificates 
will be granted to all members of the 
group who read all the books in the 
course.

A tentative retirement plan has been 
drawn up by the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society, working in conjunction 
with a special committee representing 
the A. L.A. staff. The object of the 
plan is to provide for a regular retire- 
ment of staff members, after they have 
reached a certain age, usually 65 years. 
The means of establishing the plan, in 
brief, would be to have each staff mem- 
ber make a small payment out of his 
monthly salary and to have the A. L. A. 
make a similar payment. The plan as 
worked out will be applicable also to any 
library staff. 


SALARY STATISTICS 


JUNIOR AND SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The American Library Association Com- 
mittee on Salaries, Insurance and Annuities 
presents the following table, compiled by 
Clara E. Howard, a member of the Commit- 
tee. This is the third year in which statistics 
of this kind have been published, the last 
compilation having appeared in June 1926. 

The table is based on reports received from 
45 high school libraries. No distinction has 
been made between junior and senior high 
school librarians, the qualifications for both 
positions presumably being the same. 

Ten new systems appear on this year’s list. 
Eight systems reporting last year either made 
no report this year or requested that their 
reports be considered confidential or the re- 
ports were received too late to be included. 
But enough cities have reported both years 
to make some interesting comparisons. 

The increase in the number of librarians 
and professional assistants is 96, no doubt 
quite largely due to the extension of school 
library service in new junior and senior high 
schools or in old buildings which have been 
remodeled to include a library room. In 15 





cities the maximum salary for head school 
librarians has been increased and in 10 cities 
the minimum has also been increased. Only 
2 cities show a decrease in maximum and 8 
cities show a decrease in the minimum, but 
this is probably due to changes in personnel 
of classification rather than alterations in the 
fixed schedule. In this connection it should 
be noted that the report deals with salaries 
actually paid for the school year 1926-1927 
and not with salaries which may be attained. 
Small increases are noted in the amounts paid 
assistants both professional and non-profes- 
sional. Three cities not reporting non-pro- 
fessional assistants last year do so this year. 

In only 3 systems does the public library 
pay entire salary of school librarians. New 
Bedford and Grand Rapids report salaries as 
shared by school and public library. All 
other cities report salaries as paid by school 
administration. In many cities where this is 
the case, the schedule is the same as that for 
teachers provided librarians have the same 
educational qualifications.

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AMERICAN LEGION PARIS 
CONVENTION 

To enable representatives of the wel- 
fare organizations who served during 
the war to participate in the Paris Con- 
vention of the American Legion, special 
arrangements have been made which 
permit them to obtain the rates and priv- 
ileges accorded members of the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Auxiliary. These 
are open to those who served in the Li- 
brary War Service of the American 
Library Association in America, Europe 
or elsewhere. 

The requirements for participation 
under this provision are as follows: The 
applicant must have given service in one 
of the seven recognized welfare organ- 
izations during the war, either at home 
or abroad. Before application for reser- 
vation is made the applicant must write 
to the organization of which he was a 
member requesting it to certify his eli- 
gibility to the France Convention Com- 
mittee of the American Legion. When 
this certification has been received by 
the France Convention Committee, an 
application blank will be sent. This 
should be filled out properly and re- 
turned to the France Convention Com- 
mittee, accompanied by a deposit of 
$50.00 and two photographs. The res- 
ervation will then be made, with the 
same privileges accorded members of the 
Legion and Auxiliary. 

These privileges are offered to indi- 
viduals who were in war service and to 
their wives, but are not available to 
other members of their families. 

For information about rates, dates 
and convention plans consult the nearest 
American Legion Post or write to the 
France Convention Committee, Amer- 
ican Legion National Headquarters, In- 
dianapolis.
